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In  no  department  of  education,  perhaps,  liave  the  American  people  so  rapidly 
advanced,  during  the  past  twenty-five  or  thirty  years,  as  in  Music  From  being 
looked  upon  as  a  mere  accomplishment,  of  no  practical  value,  it  has  come  to  be 
regarded  as  an  almost  indispensable  part  of  every  one's  education,  and  its  power 
in  refining  and  elevating  all  classes  in  society  is  universally  felt  and  acknowledged. 
The  influences  which  have  been  at  work  to  produce  so  great  a  change  are  num- 
erous, and  they  will  undoubtedly  work  on,  effecting  still  greater  changes,  until  we 
become  a  thoroughly  musical  people. 

Music,"  says  an  eminent  writer,  '*  pays  for  the  immense  power  that  has  been  given 
it;  it  awakens,  more  than  any  other  art,  the  sentiment  of  the  infinite.  .  .  It  is 
not  made  to  express  complicated  and  factitious  sentiment,  nor  terrestial  and  vulgar  sen- 
timents. Its  peculiar  charm  is  to  elevate  the  soul  toward  the  Infinite.  It  is,  therefore, 
naturally  allied  to  religion,  especially  to  that  religion  of  the  infinite  which  is  at  the  same 
time  the  religion  of  the  heart ;  it  excels  in  transporting  to  the  feet  of  eternal  mercy  the 
soul  trembling  on  the  wings  of  repentance,  hope  and  love.  Happy  are  those  who 
have  heard  the  melodies  of  Leo,  Durante,  and  Pergolese  on  the  old  consecrated  text ! 
They  have  entered  Heaven  for  a  moment,  and  their  souls  have  been  able  to  ascend  thith- 
er without  distinction  of  rank,  country,  or  even  belief,  by  those  invisible  and  mysterious 
steps,  composed  (so  to  speak)  of  all  the  simple,  natural,  universal  sentiments  that  every- 
where on  earth  draw  from  the  bosom  of  a  human  creature  a  sigh  toward  another  world." 

But  while  the  interest  taken  by  the  people  in  music  and  m,usical  culture  has  so 
greatly  increased,  the  means  for  its  acquirement  have,  until  very  recently,  been 
wholly  disproportionate  to  their  demands.  The  call  for  teachers  of  music  has 
been  very  great,  yet  the  number  of  good  teachers  has  always  been  very  small, 
and  these  have  usually  been  confined  to  the  larger  towns  and  cities,  and  the  result 
has  been  that  many  teachers,  entirely  incompetent  for  their  position,  have  been 
doing  in  a  very  superficial  manner  the  work  that  ought  only  to  be  done  by 
persons  qualified  for  their  profession  by  a  systematic  course  of  instruction. 

Whenever  a  young  man  of  unusual  musical  talent  has  appeared,  he  has  been 
obliged  to  seek  in  Europe  those  facilities  for  education  which  are  indispensable  to 
his  success  as  a  musician.    Our  leading  musicians  have  generally  labored  with- 
out cooperation  of  effort,  and  the  cost  of  pursuing  a  musical  course  of  study, 
I  for  any  considerable  time,  has  been  such  as  to  deter  all  but  the  wealthy  from  its 

pursuit ;  so  that  a  vast  amount  of  musical  talent  has  been  lost  to  the  community  ' 
^  for  the  lack  of  adequate  means  for  its  development.    The  great  need  of  the  peo-  ^ 
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pie  has  been  the  existence  of  an  institution  or  institutions  where,  for  a  moderate 
fee,  every  person  could  pursue  a  course  of  study  in  all  departments  of  musical 
science  under  the  most  eminent  musicians.  In  fact,  the  same  opportunities  for 
the  study  of  music  are  demanded,  as  are  offered  in  our  seminaries  and  colleges 
for  the  study  of  literature,  or  in  our  professional  schools  for  the  study  of  law, 
theology  or  medicine.  Such  schools  have  existed  in  Europe  for  centuries,  and 
the  high  state  of  perfection  which  music,  both  as  an  art  and  a  science,  has  attained 
there,  as  seen  in  the  numerous  artists  and  composers  which  it  has  produced,  as 
well  as  in  the  general  love  for  music  and  the  knowledge  of  it  which  pervades  the 
great  mass  of  the  people,  may,  to  no  small  extent,  be  attributed  to  the  direct 
influence  and  work  of  these  schools.  The  experience  of  all  educators  proves  that 
a  thorough  and  complete  education  is,  as  a  rule,  acquired  only  by  that  training 
under  competent  teachers  which  is  found  in  a  school.  The  fellow-feeling  and  com- 
munity of  interest  which  are  produced  by  the  regular  association  in  classes  of  per- 
sons pursuing  the  same  studies,  increases  their  interest  in  these  studies ;  while  the 
contact  of  mind  with  mind  sharpens  the  intellect  and  excites  that  generous  emu- 
lation which  is  always  favorable  to  thoroughness  of  scholarship. 

To  meet  a  felt  want  for  ampler  means  of  instruction,  ten  years  ago  an  institution 
known  as  the  Musical  Institute  was  founded  in  Khode  Island,  in  which  the  system 
of  class-teaching,  as  now  pursued  in  the  New  England  and  other  Conservatories, 
was  first  adopted  in  this  country.  Six  years  later,  a  charter  for  the  Providence 
Conservatory  was  obtained,  and,  soon  after,  similar  institutions  were  established  in 
New  York  and  Brooklyn.  Hundreds  of  pupils  crowded  to  them  on  their  first 
opening,  thus  furnishing  unmistakable  evidence  that  their  advantages  were  offered 
none  too  soon.  Two  years  subsequently  the  New  England  Conservatory  was 
organized  in  this  city.  The  corps  of  instructors  ^vas  composed  of  gentlemen  emi- 
nent in  their  profession,  many  of  whom  were  extensively  known  as  artists,  and 
their  labors  at  the  Conservatory  were  at  once  commenced.  At  the  opening  of  the 
first  term  the  number  of  pupils  was  sufiiciently  large  to  assure  the  success  of  the 
Institution,  and  during  the  period  that  has  since  elapsed,  it  has  continued  to  grow 
in  favor  with  the  community.  The  aim  of  the  Director  has  been  to  secure 
to  the  pupils  every  opportunity  for  instruction  necessary  to  the  acquirement  of  a 
thorough  musical  education,  by  furnishing  them  with  the  best  instructors;  by  giv- 
ing them  frequent  and  regular  opportunities  for  hearing  the  works  of  the  great 
masters  performed  by  the  most  talented  resident  artists ;  by  lectures  (given  every 
week)  upon  various  subjects  connected  with  music  and  musical  literature  ;  by 
placing  in  their  hands  such  reading  as  will  inspire  them  with  a  greater  love  for  the 
art  and  exalt  it  in  their  estimation  ;  and  by  establishing  additional  free  classes,  both 
for  elementary  instruction  and  also  for  the  study  of  the  great  oratorios  of  Handel 
and  other  celebrated  composers.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Director  to  do  all  that 
is  within  his  power  to  render  every  department  perfect  in  its  working,  and  to 
V  place  the  Con.<^ervatory  upon,  as  enduring  a  basis  as  the  great  schools  of  Leipsic, 
Prague  and  Par's.    The  corps  of  instructors  will  continue  to  present  an  array  of 
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the  first  artists  and  teachers  of  the  country ;  and  with  the  continued  confidence  and 
patronage  which  have  been  so  liberally  extended  to  the  Conservatory,  he  hopes 
to  be  able  to  introduce  from  time  to  time  such  new  features  and  improvements, 
and  to  so  perfect  its  organization,  as  to  render  it  the  means  of  greatly  advancing 
the  cause  of  musical  education  in  the  community,  and  to  make  it  to  the  interest 
of  every  musical  student  to  avail  himself  of  its  advantages. 

Brat^cb^)s  Taitght 

Instruction  is  given  on  the  Piano-Forte,  Organ,  Violin,  Flute  and  other 
Orchestral  Instruments,  Notation,  Formation  and  cultivation  of  the  Voice  and 
Solo  Singing,  Singing  at  Sight,  Harmony,  Counterpoint,  Fugue,  and  also 
in  the  German,  French  and  Italian  Languages. 

Is  similar  to  that  of  the  celebrated  Conservatories  of  Germany,  France  and 
Italy,  and  is  divided  into  five  grades,  each  grade  being  subdivided  into  three 
divisions.  Instruction  in  each  department  is  given  in  classes,  which  for  the 
Piano-Forte,  Organ,  Violin  and  other  Instruments  and  Cultivation  of  the 
Voice,  are  limited  to  six  pupils ;  for  Harmony  and  Composition,  to  eight 
pupils  ;  for  Elementary  Instruction  numbers  not  limited.  Pupils  in  depart- 
ment of  the  Piano  and  other  instruments  in  the  advanced  grades  are  trained  to 
the  practice  of  concerted  music ;  those  of  the  Vocal  Department  to  Oratorios, 
&c.,  &;c.  Those  'svho  complete  the  required  course  of  study  in  any  depart- 
ment are  awarded  a  diploma. 

Classes  in  Cultivation  of  the  Voice,  Piano-Forte  and  other  instruments, 
and  in  Notation  and  Elementary  Singing,  receive  two  lessons  a  w^eek,  of  one 
hour  each.  The  class  in  Singing  at  Sight  meets  once  a  week,  and  the  Ora- 
torio rehearsals  and  the  Lectures  also  take  place  once  a  ^veek. 

The  eiass  System. 

Although  the  system  of  teaching  vocal  and  instrumental  music  in  classes 
has  but  very  recently  been  introduced  into  this  country,  yet  w^herever 
it  has  been  thoroughly  tested,  its  advantages  over  the  ordinary  method  of  pri- 
vate teaching  have  been  readily  acknowledged.  The  greatest  benefit  to  be  de- 
rived from  it  can,  however,  only  be  realized  in  a  large  school  where  the  pupils 
can  be  correctly  graded ;  the  mere  placing  of  several  persons  together  in  a  class 
who  are  not  in  the  same  stage  of  advancement,  being  wholly  inconsistent  with 
the  general  idea  of  class  teaching. 

As  adopted  in  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music,  class  teaching  does 
not  materially  difi'er  from  ordinary  private  instruction.    Each  pupil  is  first 
examined  in  the  studies  which  he  may  desire  to  pursue,  and  assigned  to  a 
^1  class  in  the  grade  and  division  to  which  he  may  belong.    The  members  of  the 
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class  being  in  the  same  grade  of  proficiency  are  given  the  same  exercise  or 
piece  for  study,  whi:h  at  the  following  lesson  is  successively  played  or  sung  by 
each  pupil ;  and  whatever  remarks  the  teacher  may  make  on  the  style  or  per- 
formance of  the  piece  or  exercise,  are  intended  for  all,  while  his  playing  to 
the  pupils  is  also  equally  useful  to  all.  A  class-lesson  is  therefore  nothing 
less  than  a  private  one,  but  it  is  rather  something  morn,  inasmuch  as  the 
pupils  learn  from  each  other,  to  acquire  good  qualities  as  well  as  to  avoid 
faults.  It  is  also  a  fact  proved  by  experience  that  the  constant  intercourse  of 
pupils  with  each  other  in  their  lessons  tends  to  awaken  in  their  minds  a  grent- 
greater  interest  in  their  studies  than  is  usual  under  private  instruction;  while 
the  laudable  ambition  to  excel,  which  is  invariably  created,  furnishes  a  pow- 
erful incentive  to  that  earnest  and  faithful  practice,  which  alone  can  ensure 
rapid  progress.  Our  common  schools,  seminaries  and  universities  have  for 
many  years  recognized  the  importance  and  superiority  of  the  class  system  in  the 
study  of  literature  and  science,  and  an  argument  in  its  favor  which  should  not  be 
overlooked  is  the  fact,  that  in  the  great  Conservatories  of  Germany,  France 
and  Italy,  where  many  of  the  most  eminent  musicians  have  received  their 
education,  this  system  has  been  and  is  universally  employed.  While,  however, 
in  those  Conservatories  classes  are  often  formed  consisting  of  a  dozen  or  more 
pupils,  the  classes  of  the  New  England  Conservatory  arc  limited  to  six  only, 
which  is  believed  by  the  most  experienced  teachers  of  the  classs  ystem  to  be 
the  smallest  number  that  should  compose  a  class,  and  that  only  in  very  rare 
instances  can  a  less  number  offer  any  advantage  whatever,  inasmuch  as  the 
spirit  and  life  of  the  class  are  diminished  in  proportion  as  the  number  is  re- 
duced. The  following  tribute  to  the  superiority  of  the  class  system  of  instruc- 
tion, we  quote  from  Mendelssohn  : 

"•An  institution  such  as  the  Conservatory,  has  this  advantage  over  the 
private  instruction  of  the  individual,  that,  by  the  participation  of  several 
in  the  same  lessons  and  in  the  same  studies,  a  true,  musical  feeling  is 
awakened  and  kept  fresh  among  the  pupils ;  that  it  promotes  industry,  and 
spurs  on  to  emulation,  and  that  it  is  a  preservative  against  one-sidedness  of 
education  and  taste — a  tendency  against  which  every  artist,  even  in  the 
student  years,  should  be  upon  his  guard." 

The  Hftatxu-Ftxrta. 

The  importance  of  thorough  instruction  in  the  art  of  playing  the  Piano- 
-Forte  would  seem  to  be  too  manifest  to  require  any  comment,  did  not  the 
evidence  of  our  daily  experience  convince  us  of  the  necessity  of  a  radical 
change  in  the  methods  hitherto  pursued.  The  study  of  this  Instrument  has 
become  almost  universal  in  America ;  yet  while  many  attempt  to  learn  the 
Piano,  very  few  ever  attain  sufficient  proficiency  to  afford  any  real  enjoyment, 
either  to  themselves  or  their  friends,  by  their  performance.  Many  causes  (J 
might,  doubtless,  be  assigned  for  this  fdct ;  but  the  most  important,  we  r\ 
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apprehend,  are  to  be  found  in  the  careless  manner  in  which  pupils  generally 
apply  themselves  to  the  study  of  the  instrument, — the  majority  yielding  to 
the  prevailing  tendency  to  huiTy  through  the  preliminary  technical  studies  in  a 
superficial  and  desultory  manner,  and  seeking  to  gratify  the  caprice  of  an 
unformed  taste  by  applying  themselves  to  compositions  entirely  beyond  their 
powers.  It  is  very  true  that  technical  studies  are  not  so  interesting  to 
practice,  nor  so  pleasing  to  the  ear,  as  the  melodies  of  favorite  composers ; 
but  it  should  be  borne  in  mind,  that  before  a  facility  for  playing  the  Piano 
can  be  acquired,  or  genuine  pleasure  derived  from  the  study  even  of  the  easier 
works  of  the  great  composers,  the  fundamental  principles  and  rules  which 
underlie  the  art  must  be  mastered,  the  correct  system  of  fingering  must  be 
learned,  and  a  thorough  training  and  development  of  the  muscles  of  the 
fingers  and  hands,  together  with  flexibility  of  the  vrrist,  must  be  acquired. 

We  would  not,  however,  be  understood  by  this  as  desiring  to  make  the 
study  of  the  Piano-Forte  dull  and  uninteresting.  On  the  contrary,  it  should  be 
the  aim  of  the  teacher,  to  make  it  as  interesting  as  possible,  by  introducing,  as 
soon  as  practicable,  little  recreations  or  pieces  written  by  standard  composers 
expressly  for  beginners,  which  should  be  studied  in  connection  with  the 
exercises,  and  which  are  indeed  necessary  to  the  development  of  a  musical 
taste  and  a  love  for  the  art.  But  while  thus  seeking  to  make  the  study 
attractive,  it  should  be  impressed  upon  the  pupil,  that  the  great  desideratum 
in  learning  this  instrument  is  the  development  of  a  fine  technique,  and  that 
this  can  only  be  attained  by  the  most  diligent  and  faithful  practice  of  studies, 
which  must  on  no  account  be  neglected  for  the  practice  of  pieces. 

The  faithful  student  will  experience  constant  satisfaction  in  the  conscious- 
ness of  difficulties  overcome — of  attainments  made.  He  seeks  not  so  much 
for  present  gratification,  as  to  lay  the  foundation  for  future  enjoyment  in  the 
intelligent  interpretation,  of  the  works  of  the  masters  of  this  instrument. 
To  comprehend,  enjoy,  and  correctly  interpret  these  immortal  works  should 
be  the  aspiration  of  every  pupil.  With  such  an  aim  the  most  tedious  studies 
will  become  interesting,  and  what  would  otherwise  be  devoid  of  all  pleasure 
will  be  entered  upon  with  delight. 

It  is  the  desire  of  all  those  interested  in  the  advancement  of  American 
music  that  the  art  of  organ  playing  should  not  die  out  nor  fail  to  keep  step  with 
the  improvements  that  are  constantly  taking  place  in  Organ  building.  No 
country  opens  such  a  field  for  organists  as  this,  for  the  reason  that  here  there  is 
a  far  greater  number  of  Churches  distributed  throughout  the  land,  in  every  city, 
town,  and  village  than  is  the  case  in  Europe,  where  oftentimes  a  cathedral  or 
church  is  the  one  and  only  place  of  worship  for  the  entire  population  of  a 
town.  With  the  multiplication  of  churches  has  come  the  demand  for  organs 
-end  organists.    We  fear,  however,  that  except,  perhaps,  in  our  largest  cities,  ^ 
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the  supply  of  good  organists  is  inadequate.  The  standard  has  not  been  high 
enough,  if  there  has  been  any  standard  at  all,  Wliat  do  we  bear  in  our 
Churches — religious  and  devotional  music  ?  No.  Instead  of  being  elevated 
by  what  we  hear,  our  ears  and  feelings  are  shocked  by  snatches  of  Italian 
Opera  melodies ;  strange  scraps  taken  at  random,  apparently,  from  the  entire 
range  and  repertory  of  secular  music,  including,  perchance,  even  a  bold,  but 
bungling,  re-hash  of  some  Piano  etude  or  fantasia.  There  are,  indeed,  no 
limits  to  this  piratical  habit.  The  time  has  come  for  something  better;  we 
need  an  entire  revolution  in  our  Church  music.  This  revolution  must  be 
gradual,  but  thorough.  It  must  be  through  the  proper  education  of  the 
organist,  who  should  be  made  competent  to  assume  the  position  of  choir 
master — we  might  say,  too,  music-commitee-master :  then,  and  only  then, 
shall  we  have  a  National  school  of  church  music. 

It  is  the  aim  of  this  institution  to  help  this  reform  as  much  as  possible  by 
giving  its  pupils  in  organ  playing  full  opportunity  to  prepare  themselves  for 
church  and  concert  performance,  by  pursuing  a  complete  course  of  instruction, 
in  which  particular  attention  will  be  given — 

1st.  To  a  systematic  study  of  obligato  pedal  playing. 

2d.   To  a  knowledge  of  Harmony  and  Counterpoint. 

3d.   To  the  art  of  accompanying. 

4th.  To  the  art  of  improvising. 

5th.  Concert  music,  with  special  reference  to  the  works  of  Seb.  Bach  and 
Mendelssohn.  ^ 

In  a  word,  all  branches  of  study  will  be  given  to  the  pupil,  who  may  thus 
form  a  style  of  performance  fitting  to  the  grand  and  noble  character  of  the 
instrument. 

Opportunity  is  given  the  Organ  pupils  for  practicing  at  the  Conservatory  on 
S.  J).  &  H.W.  Smith's  large  pedal  organs,  and  those  who  are  sufficiently  advanced 
receive  instruction  on  the  Great  Organ,  and  have  the  opportunity  of  playing 
at  the  public  concerts  given  at  the  Music  Hall. 


Classes  are  formed  each  term  for  the  Violin,  Flute,  and  such  other  Orches- 
tral Instruments  as  may  be  desired.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  so  little  atten- 
tion has  hitherto  been  paid  in  this  country  to  the  study  of  the  violin  and 
other  stringed  instruments.  Occupying  the  most  important  place  in  the 
orchestra,  approaching  nearer  the  tones  of  the  human  voice  than  any  other 
instrument,  being  appropriately  styled  the  "  King  of  Instruments,"  the  violin 
deserves,  and  should  receive,  at  least  an  equal  share  of  attention  wdth  the 
Piano-Forte  and  Organ.  While,  however,  pupils  on  these  instruments  are 
everywhere  to  be  found  in  large  numbers,  it  is  only  occasionally  that  we  find  a 
pupil  on  the  Violin:  and  were  it  not  for  the  enterprising  efforts  of  artists  from 
J»  Europe  who  have  taken  their  residence  among  us,  we  should  be  almost  entirely 
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destitute  of  interpretations  of  the  great  orchestral  works  of  the  masters.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  with  the  increasing  interest  everjAvhere  manifested  in 
the  sti;dy  of  music,  there  will  also  be  an  awakening  of  interest  in  the  study 
of  this  most  important  instrument,  and  a  large  increase  of  pupils.  To  aid  in 
accomplishing  this  very  desirable  result,  free  scholarships  have  been  established 
for  pupils  who  evince  an  unusual  degree  of  musical  talent.    See  page  33. 

Probably  no  department  of  musical  culture  is  so  much  neglected  as  that 
which  relates  to  the  development  and  training  of  the  Voice,  —  a  subject  of 
great  importance,  as  it  teaches  the  correct  use  of  the  respiratory  organs,  whose 
improper  or  insufficient  employment  injuriously  affects  the  general  health,  and 
particularly  that  of  the  vocal  organs,  of  which  the  forcing  or  straining  tends 
directly  to  bronchitis,  laryngitis,  inflamed  tonsils,  the  "  clergyman's  sore 
throat,"  so  prevalent  among  public  speakers,  and  similar  diseases.  It  is  a 
common  opinion  that  frequent  singing,  reading  aloud,  or  public  speaking  is 
injurious  to  the  voice  ;  but  the  truth  is,  that  an  intelligent  and  scientific  use 
of  the  voice  is  the  best  way  to  strengthen  the  vocal  organs,  and  enable  them 
to  resist  the  deleterious  effects  of  our  humid  and  variable  climate.  No  people 
in  the  world  can  so  ill  afford  to  dispense  with  vocal  training  as  the  Americans. 

In  New  England  alone,  more  than  twenty-five  thousand  persons  annually  die 
from  diseases  of  the  throat  and  lungs,  and  nearly  as  many  more  in  the  State 
of  New  York,  a^large  portion  of  whom  might  have  prolonged  their  lives  many 
years,  had  they  learned  in  youth  the  importance  of  the  correct  use  of  the  res- 
piratory organs,  and  to  strengthen  the  vocal  organs  by  judicious  daily  exercises. 
Many  voices  are  seriously  injured,  many  ruined,  through  the  ignorance  of 
persons  undertaking  to  teach  vocal  training,  while  they  themselves  know 
nothing  of  the  mechanism  of  the  voice,  or  of  its  registers  or  capabilities.  It 
is  no  unusual  thing  for  us  to  be  requested  to  receive,  as  pupils,  persons  whose 
voices  have  been  greatly  injured,  or  entirely  lost,  through  forcing,  misman- 
agement, or  disease  ;  and  though  such  voices  can  never  fully  recover  from 
their  injuries,  they  may,  by  proper  treatment,  regain  very  much  of  their  ori- 
ginal sweetness  and  power. 

The  practice  of  singing  under  a  scientific  master  is  calculated  to  bring 
about  the  healthy  action  and  development  of  muscles  which  otherwise  would 
have  lain  dormant.  It  expands  and  wonderfully  strengthens  the  lungs,  gives 
a  tone  to  the  stomach,  saves  the  throat  from  injury  in  the  ordinary  use  of 
the  voice  in  speaking  or  singing,  and  renders  it  less  susceptible  to  the  changes 
of  temperature,  and  often  prevents  consumption  by  enabling  us  to  avoid  all 
irritation  of  the  mucous  membrane,  and  to  establish  a  healthy  action  'of  the 
respiratory  organs.  Especial  attention  to  this  branch  of  musical  culture  is 
recommended  to  all  the  pupils,  as  its  neglect  cannot  fail  to  be  detrimental  not 
only  to  their  musical  progress,  but  also  to  their  general  health. 
'^^^^  —  %/=^^'^ 
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In  reference  to  singing,  considered  as  a  musical  art,  Garcia^  the  most  suc- 
cessful singing  master  of  modern  times,  who  formed  such  artists  as  Mali- 
barn,  Viardot,  Pauline,  Sontag  and  Lind,  observes  as  follows : 

"  Voices  in  their  natural  state  are  generally  rough,  uneven,  undeveloped,  often 
trembling,  hollow,  and  of  small  extent.  A  good  and  persevering  system  of  prac- 
tice can  alone  fix  the  intonation,  purify  the  quality,  and  perfect  the  intensity 
and  elasticity  of  tone.  By  daily  study  the  asperities  and  incoherencies  of  the 
registers  are  overcome,  and  the  compass  extended  ;  flexibility  and  agility  of 
voice  are  attained — qualities  too  generally  neglected.  Not  only  the  intracta- 
ble organs  must  be  subjected  to  severe  practice,  but  all  those  which,  hurried 
on  by  a  dangerous  facility,  cannot  be  brought  under  perfect  and  regular  con- 
trol of  the  will ;  otherwise  an  apparent,  but  fallacious,  suppleness  takes  the 
place  of  distinctness,  sustaining  power  and  fullness  of  tone — that  is  to  say,  of 
all  the  elements  of  accent  and  style." 

The  stud}^  of  singing  is  also  highly  important  to  the  pianist,  aiding  materi- 
ally in  the  formation  of  a  graceful  and  expressive  style. 

3p:ai?mxing  and  ©ximptisitixii^. 

This  Department  includes  a  perfect  comprehension  of  the  system  of  musi- 
cal notation  ;  the  manner  in  which  the  major  and  minor  tonalities  are  related 
to  each  other,  and  the  relationship  of  the  different  keys  or  scales  ;  a  thorough, 
practical  and  theoretical  knowledge  of  intervals,  and  the  construction  of  chords, 
with  the  artistic  laws  which  regulate  melodic  and  harmonic  progressions. 
This  is  as  indispensable  to  ,the  musician  as  the  study  of  grammar  to  one 
wishing  to  speak  and  write  a  language  correctly.  As  an  aid  to  the  study  of 
the  piano  and  singing,  it  is  of  very  great  importance,  largely  increasing  the 
interest  of  these  branches  and  giving  the  pupil  an  intelligent  insight  into  the 
foundation  upon  which  the  art  of  playing  and  singing  rests,  which  it  is  impos- 
sible otherwise  to  obtain.  Classes  are  formed  both  for  those  who  wish  to 
give  special  attention  to  this  study,  and  also,  when  desired,  for  the  higher 
branches  of  musical  theory,  such  as  Counterpoint,  Fugue,  Form  and  Instru- 
mentation. 

In  addition  to  the  other  means  of  culture  afforded  at  the  Conservatory, 
Classical  Chamber  Concerts  have  been  established,  for  the  purpose  of  assist- 
ing the  pupils  in  the  formation  of  a  refined  and  elevated  musical  taste,  at  which, 
the  choicest  works  of  the  great  masters,  consisting  of  Sonatas  for  the  Piano- 
Forte,  and  for  the  Piano-Forte  and  Violin,  Stringed  Quartctts,  Concertos, 
Songs,  etc.,  are  performed  by  the  leading  artists  of  Boston.  These  take  place 
every  two  weeks,  and  are  given  exclusively  for  the  instruction  of  the  pupils. 
Concerts  are  also  given  on  each  alternate  week  by  the  pupils,  who  perform 
in  the  presence  of  their  parents  and  friends  such  pieces  as  have  been  studied 
inidihwiiFLJii'i'Li^  ii'ljiiulMj'WffeL'if'utf JiUt'lUiinj ■(jlni'giiiiitiinpiiiiitiinfl  i ofatliie i  fien^  J 
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at  their  lessons.  These  concerts  are  of  great  advantage  to  the  pupils,  stimu- 
lating them  to  increased  exertion  in  their  studies,  and  furnishing  them  with  an 
opportunity  for  the  exercise  of  their  powers,  and  above  all  for  the  acquire- 
ment of  that  confidence  so  necessary  to  a  creditable  performance  before 
others.  At  the  close  of  each  term  a  concert  is  given  in  the  Music  Hall  by  the 
pupils  with  the  assistance  of  the  teachers,  w^hich  is  also  free  to  the  pupils  and 
their  friends. 

A  leading  London  journal  has  the  following  in  regard  to  pupils'  concerts. 
**  In  some  of  the  foreign  music  schools  there  is  an  arrangement  which  has 
proved  of  much  value,  viz,,  weekly,  almost  private  concerts,  in  which  all  the 
pupils  who  are  sufficiently  advanced  may  be  heard  in  turn,  and  may  acquire 
confidence  in  playing  before  others.  No  special  preparations  are  made  for 
these  concerts  ;  each  professor  writes  down  in  a  book  the  names  of  his  pupils, 
and  the  pieces,  whether  ensemble  or  solo,  which  they  have  learned ;  from 
these  names  the  director  selects  a  sufficient  number  to  fill  a  couple  of  hours. 
All  the  professors  and  pupils  are  expected  to  be  present ;  and  besides  these, 
a  few  persons  who  are  known  to  interest  themselves  in  music  are  permitted 
to  be  present.  All  applause,  as  also  all  signs  of  disapproval  are  strictly  for- 
bidden. There  is  no  audience  more  critical,  especially  in  the  sense  of  find- 
ing fault,  than  an  assembly  of  young  musical  students  ;  the  players  and  sing- 
ers soon  learn  to  read  the  faces  of  their  auditors,  and  are  quickly  made  sensi- 
ble if  they  have  fallen  into  errors  of  style  or  execution.  Such  concerts,  stim- 
ulating both  professors  and  pupils,  should  be  adopted  in  every  music  school." 
For  programmes  of  concerts  given  by  the  Conservatory  during  the  past  year  see  page  37. 

A  course  of  rehearsals  for  the  practice  of  the  choruses  of  the  Messiah,  Cre- 
ation, Elijah,  St.  Paul,  and  other  Oratorios,  under  the  instruction  of  Mr.  Carl 
Zerrahn,  has  been  instituted.  These  take  place  regularly  on  Monday  evenings, 
and,  during  the  winter  term  just  closed,  they  have  been  attended  by  several 
hundred  persons.  No  charge  is  made  to  the  pupils,  and  merely  a  nominal 
price  to  persons  not  connected  with  the  Conservatory.  The  object  of  the  Di- 
rector in  establishing  these  rehearsals  is  to  furnish  the  means  by  which  not 
only  the  pupils  of  the  Conservatory,  but  every  young  lady  and  gentleman  of 
Boston  and  vicinity,  possessing  a  good  voice  and  having  a  knowledge  of 
the  rudiments  of  singing,  may  become  practically  acquainted  with  these  soul- 
inspiring  works.  Nothing  has  a  more  refining  influence  upon  the  mind  than 
the  singing  and  study  of  such  music  as  is  contained  in  the  Oratorios  of  Bach, 
Handel,  Haydn,  and  Mendelssohn.  In  them  are  embodied  the  grandest 
thoughts  and  emotions  that  have  ever  inspired  the  souls  of  men ;  and  by  par- 
ticipating in  and  listening  to  their  performance,  a  taste  is  created  for  whatever 
is  noblest  and  purest  in  art,  and  the  ability  to  discover  the  beautiful  is  devel- 
J  J  oped,  even  when  hidden  to  ttie  ordjnarj,  Jiste^er  .beue,athL.X^^ 
^^^^  —  Q^^-iT^^ 
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learned  harmonies  which  so  often  characterize  the  compositions  of -the  great- 
est  masters.  There  are  hundreds  of  3'oung  persons  in  Boston  and  adjoining 
towns,  that  have  no  means  of  studying  sacred  music  of  the  highest  order, 
who  might,  by  attending  these  rehearsals,  in  a  short  time  become  qualified 
for  joining  in  the  great  choral  festivals  of  the  Handel  and  Haydn  Society,  and 
arrangements  have  already  been  made  for  the  members  of  this  chorus  to  take  part 
in  the  great  musical  festival  to  be  held  in  June,  in  celebration  of  the  return  of 
peace.  The  number  admitted  to  the  rehearsals  is  not  limited,  as  the  interest  awak- 
ened in  the  study  of  these  works  and  the  enjoyment  derived  from  them  is  aug- 
mented in  the  same  ratio  as  the  number  of  performers  is  increased ;  and  it  is 
hoped,  that,  as  this  opportunity  becomes  better  known  to  the  public,  it  will  be 
liberally  responded  to  by  all  interested  in  the  study  of  music  and  in  the  ele- 
vation of  the  standard  of  musical  taste  throughout  the  community. 

Bxrtatixitx,  Elementani  Imivutiiixn  and  Singing  at  Sight. 

The  study  of  the  elementary  principles  of  the  science  of  music  is  too  gen- 
erally neglected.  The  desire  to  play  a  piece  upon  the  piano-forte,  or  sing  a 
song,  while  destitute  of  any  intelligent  knowledge  of  the  composition  they 
are  attempting  to  perform,  seems  to  be  the  highest  aspiration  of  many 
pupils.  The  training  of  the  ear  to  the  instant  appreciation  of  intervals,  and 
of  the  voice  to  the  ready  production  of  any  given  tone  or  interval,  is  often 
entirely  neglected  ;  and  yet  this  is  of  the  highest  importance  to  every  stu- 
dent, whether  of  the  voice,  composition,  or  any  instrument.  In  fact,  this  is 
one  of  the  first  means  to  be  employed  in  the  development  of  one's  musical 
talent ;  inasmuch  as  without  a  thoiough  knowledge  of  intervals  all  future 
progress  must  be  tedious  aud  unsatisfactory.  In  order  that  no  opportunity 
necessary  to  the  most  rapid  progress  of  the  pupils  may  be  lacking,  free  classes 
in  elementary  instruction  and  singing  at  sight  have  been  established,  under 
the  charge  of  Mr.  L.  W.  Mason,  of  the  public  schools,  Avho  is  well  known  to 
the  citizens  of  Boston  to  be  one  of  the  most  thorough  and  successful  teachers 
in  these  departments  to  be  found  in  New  England.  The  class  in  Elementary 
Instruction  meets  twice  a  week,  and  the  instruction  includes  the  subject  of 
Notation,  a  thorough  practice  of  all  the  intervals,  the  major  and  minor  scales, 
together  with  an  explanation  of  technical  terms,  &c.  The  class  in  Singing  at 
Sight  meets  once  a  week ;  and  while  including  much  of  the  instruction  given 
in  the  elementary  class,  is  also  especially  adapted  to  the  wants  of  more  ad- 
vanced pupils. 

HLectWBS. 

Lectures  are  delivered  before  the  pupils  each  week  by  the  teachers.  These 
are  of  very  great  importance  to  every  intelligent  pupil,  as  much  valuable  infor- 
mation is  thus  brought  before  them  which  it  might  otherwise  require 
(J>  years  for  them  to  obtain.  Musical  students  are  too  much  inclined  to  neglect 
that  general  culture  which  is  necessary  to  the  development  of  thorough  and 
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well-informed  musicians,  and  arc  apt  to  confine  their  attention  wholl}'  to  the 
acquirement  of  technical  skill  upon  the  instrument  which  they  have  chosen 
to  learn.  A  regular  attendance  upon  the  Conservatory  Lectures  M'ill,  to  a 
considerable  extent,  correct  this  tendency,  and  at  the  same  time  create  a 
thirst  for  additional  information,  which  will  lead  to  the  reading  and  studying 
of  musical  and  scientific  works.  Among  the  many  interesting  lectures  given 
during  the  past  year,  may  be  mentioned  as  particularly  instructive,  that  on  vo- 
cal culture,  by  Mr.  J.  O'Neill,  and  those  upon  the  piano-forte  works  of  the 
classic  composers.  In  the  former  the  lecturer  showed  the  physiological  basis 
on  which  rest  the  health,  durability  and  beauty  of  the  human  voice,  and  ex- 
plained the  principles  which  govern  the  vocal  organs  in  the  expression  of 
sesthetical  feeling  in  eloquence  and  song ;  and  at  each  of  the  latter  one  or 
more  selections  from  the  most  celebrated  compositions  of  the  masters  were  per- 
formed, and  their  form  and  construction  analyzed  and  explained,  and  their  pecu- 
liar beauties  commented  upon.  These  have  been  given  by  Mr.  L.  H.  South- 
ard on  the  works  of  Bach,  Haydn,  Mozart,  Hummel  and  Beethoven  ;  by  Mr. 
Hermann  Daum  upon  the  sonatas  of  Clementi,  Dussek  and  Cramer  ;  and  by 
Mr.  Carlyle  Petersilea  upon  the  sonatas  of  Beethoven.  In  the  last  have  been 
included  the  three  dedicated  to  Haydn,  Op.  2  ;  Op.  7  in  E  b  ;  Op.  13,  in  C 
minor  ;  Op.  14,  Nos.  1  and  2  in  E  and  G  ;  op.  26,  in  A  b  ;  and  op.  27, 
Nos.  1  and  2,  in  B  b  and  C  -rr  minor.  By  means  of  these  explanations  and 
illustrations,  a  learer  insight  into  these  works  is  obtained,  and  the  mind  pre- 
pared for  a  more  intelligent  appreciation  and  enjoyment  of  their  beauties  when- 
ever subsequently  heard.  In  addition  to  these,  lectures  have  been  given  by 
Prof.  Pickering,  of  the  Institute  of  Technology,  on  ''the  optical  method  of 
studying  sound";  by  Dr.  J.  H.  Willcox,  on  "the  organ — its  history,  con- 
struction and  treatment";  by  Mr.  Hermann  Daum  on  acoustics,  the  history 
of  music,  and  musical  education  ;  by  Sig.  A.  C.  Maggi  on  Italian  accent  and 
pronunciation  ;  and  on  the  occasion  of  the  closing  concert  of  the  summer  term, 
a  poem  on  the  connection  between  the  progress  of  music  and  that  of  civiliza- 
tion, written  by  Mrs.  Julia  Ward  Plowe,  was  read  by  her  before  the  pupils  in 
the  Music  Hail 

This  contains  a  large  collection  of  valuable  and  interesting  musical  works,  including 
treatises  upon  the  history  and  science  of  music,  sketches  of  the  lives  of  the  great  compos- 
ers, &c.,  &c.,  which  are  loaned  the  pupils,  without  charge,  subject  to  the  following 

REOULATIONS. 

1.  One  volume  can  be  taken  at  a  time  and  retained  seven  days,  with  privilege  of 
renewal ;  but  all  books  must  be  returned  three  days  previous  to  the  close  of  each  term. 

2.  No  book  is  to  be  loaned  or  exchanged  by  the  borrower. 

3.  All  injuries  to  beoks  beyond  a  reasonable  wear,  and  all  losses,  shall  be  made  good, 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Director,  by  the  persons  liable  ;  every  book  detained  above  one 
month  being  considered  lost.

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4.  Books  not  easily  replaced  in  consequence  of  their  rarity  or  value,  cannot  be  taken 
from  the  Conservatory  Hall. 

N.  B.  The  Library  is  the  private  property  of  the  Director,  and  is  loaned  to  the 
pupils  that  they  may  have  an  opportunity  of  becoming  conversant  with  music,  both  as  a 
science  and  art ;  and  to  secure  to  all  a  just  and  permanent  share  in  its  benefits,  it  is  ex- 
pected that  those  who  avail  themselves  of  its  privileges,  will  feel  bound  in  honor  to  com- 
ply with  the  above  regulations. 

The  Director  of  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music  makes  the  follow- 
ing propositions  to  the  public,  namely  :  that  he  will  present  Twelve  Free 
ScHOLAKSHiPs  to  boys  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  years,  entitling 
them  to  a  complete  course  of  instruction  upon  the  Violin. 

Two  Free  Scholarships  are  also  offered  to  each  and  every  State  in  the 
Union,  to  persons  between  the  ages  above  named,  entitling  the  recipients  to 
a  complete  musical  education  upon  the  Piano-Forte  and  Organ  ;  also  in  Singing 
and  the  Theory  of  Music,  through  a  term  of  years. 

Candidates  for  this  preferment  must  possess  such  natural  musical  talent  as 
to  render  it  probable  that  they  will  become  accomplished  musicians,  and  must 
come  well  recommended  by  some  responsible  music  teacher  ;  but  of  two  who 
are  equally  promising,  the  one  least  able  to  pay  for  tuition  will  be  chosen. 

Persons  making  application  for  these  scholarships  must  be  prepared  to  an- 
swer the  questions  contained  in  the  following  form : — and  if  evidence  is  given 
of  their  possessing  such  musical  talent  and  other  qualifications  as  to  render 
them  worthy  of  receiving  a  musical  education,  they  will  be  admitted  to  the 
privileges  of  the  Conservatory  upon  the  payment  of  an  admission  fee  of  five 
dollars,  and  the  signing  of  a  contract  to  furnish  all  their  text-books  and  sheet

The  increased  facilities  of  communication  with  the  European  nations,  and 
the  yearly  increase  of  travel  to  Europe,  render  more  and  more  desirable  a 
knowledge  of  the  modern  languages.  Of  these  the  German,  French  and  Italian 
are,  perhaps,  the  most  important,  they  being  the  spoken  languages  of  the 
countries  most  frequently  visited  by  Americans.  The  German  language  is 
peculiarly  rich  in  its  literature,  and  is  particularly  important  to  the  musical 
student,  as  many  of  the  profoundest  works  on  music,  written  in  this  language, 
$  are  still  untranslated.  The  French  is  every  year  becoming  more  extensively  ^"^ 
used  in  good  society;  while  the  Italian,  being  so  rich,  sonorous  and  plastic,  j| 

 Q^^Ttr^ 
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is,  above  all  others,  the  language  of  the  fine  arts — especially  that  of  poetry  and 
music.  Particular  caie  has  been  taken  to  give  the  pupils  the  advantage  of 
receiving  instruction  from  the  most  experienced  and  accomplished  teachers, 
and  of  learning  not  only  how  to  read,  write  and  translate,  but  also  how  to 
speak  each  of  these  languages  with  the  correct  pronunciation 

Sitttatixxns» 

The  Director  is  in  frequent  receipt  of  letters  from  persons  in  various  parts 
of  the  country  desiring  teachers  of  music  ;  and  during  the  past  few  years  he 
has  supplied  a  large  number  of  pupils  with  good  situations.  One  evidence  of 
the  steady  growth  which  is  everywhere  being  made  in  musical  culture  is  found 
in  the  constantly  increasing  demand  for  greater  thoroughness  of  instruction  ; 
for  although  the  supply  of  teachers  is  abundant,  the  number  of  competent 
instructors  is  by  no  means  large.  Persons  who  intend  to  pursue  a  course 
of  study  in  music  with  reference  to  teaching,  should  make  every  endeavor 
to  obtain  a  thorough  preparation  for  their  work,  not  only  in  the  theory  and 
general  knowledge  of  the  science,  but  also  by  the  acquirement  of  a  good  de- 
gree of  proficiency  as  performers  upon  some  instrument,  or  by  the  gaining  of 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  development  and  culture  of  the  voice,  through 
a  systematic  study  of  vocal  gymnastics,  physiology  of  the  voice  and  solo  sing- 
ing. Such  a  course  of  study  will,  it  is  true,  require  a  greater  expenditure  of 
time  and  money,  yet  it  will,  in  the  end,  be  found  the  most  economical  and 
the  wisest,  as  it  will  enable  persons  who  intend  to  be  teachers  to  fill  much 
higher  and  more  lucrative  positions,  besides  qualifying  them  for  far  greater 
usefulness  and  enjoyment  in  their  profession.  Desirable  situations  for  teach- 
ers in  private  schools,  seminaries,  universities,  and  also  in  our  large  towns 
and  cities  for  organists,  are  always  available  to  thorough  musicians  ;  and  to 
those  who  may  wish  to  qualify  themselves  for  such  situations  in  the  shortest 
possible  time,  the  advantages  of  the  Conservatory  are  unsurpassed. 

The  office  of  the  Conservatory,  at  the  Music  Hall,  (Entrance  on  Winter 
Street,)  is  open  daily  for  the  examination  and  classification  of  pupils  ;  and 
although  pupils  may  enter  at  any  time  during  the  term,  it  is  still  very 
desirable  that,  as  far  as  possible,  they  should  commence  at  the  beginning, 
and  attend  to  all  the  preliminaries  of  examination,  classification,  settlement 
of  bills,  &c.,  on  the  week  preceding  the  commencemeyit  of  the  term.  Persons 
joining  the  Conservatory  after  the  commencement  of  the  term  are  allowed  a 
discount  on  the  chief  studies  of  fifty  or  seventy-five  cents  per  lesson,  accord- 
ing to  the  grade,  for  all  lessons  lost  after  the  first  week.

3.  No  deduction  is  made  for  temporary  absence  from  lessons,  nor  for  lessons  discon- 
tinued, except  in  cases  of  illness  of  several  weeks'  duration,  notice  having  been  given  to 
the  Director  or  Secretary  of  the  inability  of  the  pupil  to  continue  the  lessons. 

4.  Pupils  are  rated  and  classified  according  to  their  actual  ability,  experience  and 
attainments,  and  changes  can  only  be  made  in  special  cases  by  the  Director. 

5.  Regular  and  punctual  attendance  upon  lessons  will  be  required  of  all  the  pupils. 
A  bell  will  ring  five  minutes  before  the  close  of  each  hour,  and  also  at  the  commence- 
ment of  each  hour,  giving  the  teacher  two  and  a  half  minutes  for  finishing.the  lesson  and 
dismissing  his  class,  and  the  pupils  of  the  following  class  two  and  a  half  minutes  for 
assembling  in  their  room. 

6.  During  recitations  the  utmost  quiet  must  be  preserved.  Talking,  reading,  whis- 
pering, or  eating  must  be  dispensed  with  by  the  pupils,  and  undivided  attention  be  given 
to  the  lessons ;  and  the  doors  of  the  hall  and  recitation  room  must  be  kept  shut,  in  order 
to  prevent  as  much  as  possible  the  transmission  of  sound  to  other  parts  of  the  building 

7.  The  reception  room  will  be  open  each  day  for  the  accommodation  of  pupils  arriving 
before  the  hour  for  their  lessons,  and  pupils  are  requested  to  refrain  from  loud  talking, 
singing,  whistling,  or  walking  to  and  fro  in  the  halls  and  corridors. 

8.  The  Sheet  Music  Department  of  the  Conservatory  has  been  established  solely  for 
the  convenience  of  the  pupils,  and  to  ensure  uniformity  in  the  editions  of  the  works  pre- 
scribed by  the  teacher,  pupils  are  requested  to  obtain  their  music  at  the  office,  as  much 
confusion  in  the  classes  will  thereby  be  avoided. 

9.  A  list  of  the  general  classes,  and  also  of  Rehearsals,  Concerts,  Lectures,  &c.,  will 
be  placed  upon  the  Bulletin,  and  pupils  are  requested  to  examine  it  at  each  lesson. 

10.  The  scattering  of  shells,  paper,  &c.,  upon  the  floor,  marking  upon  the  walls, 
blackboards,  windows,  or  otherwise  defacing  any  part  of  the  building  ;  practicing  upon 
any  of  the  instruments,  or  using  the  rooms  without  special  permission  from  the  Director  ; 
the  laying  of  wearing  apparel  or  other  articles  upon  the  Pianos,  raising  the  windows  or 
lighting  the  gas,  are  all  positively  forbidden. 

11.  Any  member  of  the  Conservatory  noticing  any  irregularities  or  violation  of  these 
rules,  is  requested  to  advise  the  Director  of  the  same.  The  rules  are  made  for  the  good 
of  the  pupils,  and  the  healthy  preservation  of  the  school,  and  any  person  who  cannot 
comply  with  them,  and  such  other  prudential  rules  as  may  be  announced  upon  the  Bul- 
letin from  time  to  time,  need  not  apply  for  membership.

The  attention  of  persons  living  at  a  distance  from  Boston  is  called  to  the 
following  points : — 

First. — The  Conservatory  is  located  in  the  most  central  portion  of  the  city,  and  is 
easily  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  city  by  means  of  the  various  lines  of  street  railways, 
and  also  from  the  suburban  towns  both  by  steam  and  horse  cars. 

Second. — Board  can  be  obtained  in  respectable  families  in  the  city  and  suburbs  for 
six  dollars  a  week  and  upwards.  The  Director  has  always  on  hand  a  list  of  desirable 
boarding-places,  and  is  able  to  direct  pupils  coming  from  a  distance  to  pleasant  homes. 

Third. — Good  seven  octave  Piano-Fortes  can  be  rented  at  from  fifteen  to  eighteen  dol- 
lars per  quarter  of  three  months,  and  pupils  will  be  assisted  by  the  Director  in  the  selec- 
tion of  an  instrument,  when  desired. 

l^^"  Parents  having  children  under  fifteen  years  of  age  in  the  Conservatory  are  re- 
quested to  send  an  account  to  the  teacher  at  each  lesson  of  the  number  of  hours  of  prac- 
tice given  to  the  lesson,  and  a  report  of  their  standing  in  the  class  at  the  end  of  each 
term  will  be  prepared  and  furnished  to  those  who  may  desire  it. 
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
